Tt is not our intention to attempt to 

rotect Chinese teas from the attacks 
oF all and sundry. Nor is it our inten- 
tion to- laud the teas of Chinn as the 
purest and most wholesome ‘in the 
‘miatket. Good- tea, wherever it. ia 
grown, .will fidd 8 market without 
colossal ‘puffing.’ But we would at 
leat remind the Zimes of Ceylon of the 
danger of over-reaching itself and 
damuging instead. of benefiting the 
Ceylon tea trade by its asseverarions, in 
season and out of season, of the purity 
and wholesomeness of teas from Ceylon. 
Thera is a danger ia preaching one’s 
virtues too frequently. 

Our contemporary may be a goad 
advertiser, but he is weak in his logic. 
“The plague after all is only the resule 
of accumulations of dirt and filth, and, 
seeing that the largest proportion of 
tea in China is the result of “ cottage 
cultivation,” it stands to reason that it 
toust be made in inealubrions surround. 
ings.’ The attempt to connect. the 

Isgue with the ‘cottage cultivation 
is too far-fetched to escape. the ob- 
gatvation of even the casual reader. 
Tf the plague exi-ted in tea-growin, 
districts thare might bea remote possibil- 
ity of thetea being affected. As amatter 
af fact, the plugue is not endemic in the 
ten growing’ districts, 
know, plague bas never appeared iu 
‘Hapch, Fokion or Hunan, the tea- 
growing districts of Chiin, “It is 
endemic only in Yuonon ond Kwang- 
tung, two of the southern provinces” of 
the vast empire It is not true that 
‘the fell gisease is now spreading 
through Ghintslike s prairie fire. It is 
not true that“China tea sent down for 
shipment to the const hos been pre- 


pared in hoses which the plague bas 
visited, or’--a distinction without a 
difference—‘at all avents where the 
disease hus broken out.’ [t therefore 
follows that no tea is ‘prepared in 
plague-ridden’ spots, and that tea- 
drinkers have- no~ need—to--be- afraid of 
using Chinateas; and we do net suppose 
the press of Britain has become ao venal 
that it will lend its assistance In driving 
home to the intelligence ofthe public the 
point the Times of Ceylon labours hard 
tot maks against China tens, Of the 
shifts of needy tea-dealers—the. men 
who khow how to advertise better than 
a Lipton—we confess ourselves to be 
more ignorant than our contemporary; 
bat we do not suppose the lesson the 
lesser. Times is anxious to inculcate will 
be thrown away. Doubtless, an attempt 
will ba made ta bolater up the tea trade 
of Ceylon—and apparently. it requiras 4 
reat amount of advertising and bulster- 
fhg up-—by making capital out of the 
plague in China—the plague which is 
spreading like a prairie fire throughout 
the length and breadth ofthe land. And 
if any eredit is claimed for such an un- 
desirable consummation the Times of 
Ceylon may lay the Aattering unction 
to his soul that he has helped on ‘the 
good work’ irrespective of the ordinary 
tenets of truth ond the common inatincts. 
of fairplay. It is just as well to re- 
member that compotition does not spell 
dishonesty. .

was inapeated every morning, [t vonsleted 
of 660 houses, The other two sections ware 
taken on alternate afternoons, Tho offcers 
hed scosss, to the liste of cased, {furnished 
to tho Tungwah Hospital, and no trouble 
waa spared in visiting the houses where 
casos had ocourred, As regarded disinfeo- 
tion, all the bonsea in which cseos of 
plague had ooaurred were disinfected up. to 
date. The wholo of the infected area of 
Taipingshan had been thoroughl; disinfeot- 
ed under the capervision of the Govern- 
ment analysts, Mesars Crowe and. Browne, 
Vorions disinfecting parties were station- 
ed throaghout the town; and ss soon 
as a case of plagne was reported one body of 
mon removed the clothing nnd “destroyed or 
disinfeoted it, while another body dininfected 
the house. 

Dr Hartigan snid he was very much 
obl gid to Mr Franvis and Mr May for these 
avewere. His reason for putting the ques- 
tions was that there was a great deal of 
talking in the tawn and he thonght It would 
be a good thing that the publio should know 
svhnt waa actually being dure by the Board, 
Bo far aa he was concerned ha was «ntistied 
with the steps takon by the Committer. 

The Captain Bupetintendent of Polico 
said they wero now trying experiments in 
disinfecting ahead of the plaguc. Thoy 
were disinfeoting every house in the worst 
parts of Ohina-town, and, as he dared say 
some of them knew, houses ip the Buropesa 

juarter, 

The Colonial Surgeon said there could be 
no question about the water. The observa~ 
tiod of the water supply had been carefully 
looked after. 


DE CANTLIE ON THE PLAGUE. 

The Chairman handed-ia the following 
letter from Dr Cantlie. It was agreed to 
hand the letter to the Press for publication 
and to circulate it amongst the members for 
comments :— ° 

Bank Buildings, 
Hongkong, Sth Jaly, 1894. 
To the Seor-tary, Sanitary Board. 

Genteman,—At o period when sanitary 
blamo is being bestowed broadcast upon sll 
and sundry, 1 think it may be oll to consi. 
der what evidence wa have bafore us as to 
the sanitary conditions of the Colony. 

The epidemic of Babunio Plague ms ascri- 
bed by public opinion to be due to the bad 
sanitary state, or, in other words, had-eitr 
sanitary condition not been defective, we 
woald nut have had the Plague, This will 
scarevly bear the light of commonrensa or 
uf scientific investigation. 

The epidemic is put down to over-orawd- 
ing, autfnce-ccowding and bad drainage 
ayatom, choked drains, evil-smelling drains 
and so forth. . . 

Now, what evidence bare we that the 
drainage system ia Anfective or the town 
over-crowdud. . 

Bad drains, by which is meant leaking 
drains or drains with sn ineufficient outfall, 
cauao a train of diseases of which diphtheria, 
tonsillitis, drain throut, diarrboss, typhoid, 
and euch like ara the chief. We hed nono 
of these presant in epidemio form bufors 
the month of May 1894, nor have wo ever 
had any of thesa diseases present in other 
than aporadic cases duringthe past decade. 
Therefore amongat all this wrangle about 
this and thot syetem of drainage, let us be 
sure, befcre taking s.eps which may be rash, 
irreyucable end expensive, that we are 
setting to work on the really weak point in 
oue sonitation, £ mointain that we have 
ny proof, from a study of the disease re- 
gister’ of the Colony, that we have any 
evidunce of drain poisoning hor any pre- 
salenco of disease which could have warned 
the community that the drainage system 
was wrong either in theory or fact. 

Tam wot of opinion that the Plague ie a 
product of evil drainage. It is caused by 5 
specific poisoning, imported from Canton 
City or the Kwang Tun, Province, a8 yot 
aoknown. Tt is not endemic in Hongkong, 
nor is it a product of a bed drsin ag ut 
exists in countries for the most part inno- 
cent of any drainage system. 

That bad drains may aggravate the 
disease once it ia set agoing every one be- 
lieves, just as bed drains may add to the 
death rate of measles or pneumonia. If 
our draina ate bad, c.reect them ; bat Jet 
as ba aura that it is a deuin-produced 
disease mith which we are dealing. 

The second cause of Plaguo popularly 
assigned is over-crowding. The diseases 
arisiig from over-crowding are phthusia, 
typhus, diatrhes, dyasntry, aeptic pneu- 
onia and the like, I am not aware that 
any of those diseases have beon markedly 
present with uy. Phthisis (consumption) 
vo have in common with the rest of man- 
kind, put webate never been ably to show 
that it ia prevalent to sach an extent as to 
juatify the conclusion that it ia due to local 
‘aver-crowding Typhus fever is the direct 

roduct of overtrowding, It arises de novo 
in any peraistently overcrowded part. Tho 
old synonyme Gaol Fever, Camp Faver and 
auch like, betrayed its origin. The circum- 
atances of ite production are where a num 
ber of men are crowded into aud reside 
-ptactically night and day 02 the same spot. 
We bave nover in this Colony had evidence 
hitherto by the prevalence of typhus of 
overcrowding,  Typhua from overcrowding 
originates smonget the overorowtled 5 it 18 
not an imported disease. By overcrowd- 
ing in Britain we understand a less assign- 
ment than 300 cubigfeet of breathing space 
in our houses to each individual. But

Dr Hartigan called attention to tho ine 
creased aumbor of oaaps in the Hawon 
and Taipingshan Districts Tegistered a6 
resulting from simple continued fever, 
and expressed the opinion that many of these 
deaths were due to plague, 

‘After some disoussion, which showed it 
would be difloult. to obesk the cause: of 
death without detailing doctors to examine 
every case of death, the subject was dropped. 


CHINESE GARDENING CUSTOMS. 
- The following letter was laid befora the 


Board :— 
Hongkong, 21st June, 1894. 
To the Secretary, Sanitary Board. : 

Dear Sir,--E desire to call the attontion 
of tha Bard to the dangerous insanitary 
condition of the neighbuurhood adjvining 
the native houses i front of ove stables at 
Causeway Bay. The squatters are in the 
habit of using great quantities of night soil 
ag mauure for their vegetable patches, and 
the atench that arises uring the heat of the 
day from theae patches uss bo most dan- 
gerous to those who, Kke myself, are conti- 
nuovsly exposed toit. T have had medical 
advice on the matter and sr assured that 
the consequences may possibly be of tho 
most serious «ind. In view of the oxieting 
conditions of the Colony (the plague) 
carnestly request that the Board may be 
ple sed to cause wmmediate measures to be 
taken to prevent the vicinity of my premises 
from being poilated in the way.it gow is — 
Tam, eta, . Kexnepy. 

‘The Secretary appended the following 
note :--Thore ato 8 good many vegatable 
patches in the vicinity of Causeway Bay. 
do not think that night soil is used to any 
great extent to manure them, but andoubt- 
edly urine, which is quite aa evil-smelling, 
is so used, “In 4 report dated 13:h Jan,, 
4893, I sugested that the carriage of urine 
through the streets to the ontly ng districts 
should ba sltogether prohibited. Bat 
th ok that it was thought this would be 
pressing rothor hardly opoq an industry 
by which a good many poor people make. 6 
living, viz., the éultivation of small veget- 
able gardens, The néarest gardens are 
abuut 100 yards from tho stables at Cause- 
way Bay.—®. A. Raw. 

‘The following minates rere appended :— 

Dr Hartigan —I bave not seat this place, 
but I cortaiuly thi: k gardens manured after 
the Chinese mannor within 100 yards of & 
dwelling house must ba a ‘nuisance.’ Is 
there no regulation on this subject ? 

Mr J.J. Francis, Q.0.—It may bo an 
anneyance, bat L feel quite sure it involves 
no risk tohealth.  * 

Mr RE. Leigh—¥ think there ia moro 
danger to the people who eat the vegetables 
than to those living in the neighbourhoad. 

The acting Director of Public Works— 
Ngthing can be said against the proper use 
of nightsoil as a manura; it is its abuay 
and not its use which often creates 4 nuiB- 
ance, : 

Dr. Hartigan ssid he had scen the place 
than which nothing could be more unhealt- 
hy. He desoribed the farm land, covered 
with liquid manure, a0 open sewer, and atid 
the amull shanties ccenpied ua dwelling: 
housea wore worse than pig-sties, ~ 

‘Mr Francie said these were farm lots and 
nothing could bo done unless the Govern- 
ment resumed the land and turned oat tho 
tenants. 

The Colonial Surgeon said the shanties 
wore in no sense of the word houses, and 
De Hartigan said they were in a most 
insanitary condition. 

Mr francis—They ate none of them 
worse than the Post Office (laughter).

. PAR ANTI-MISSIONARY RIOTS IN 


bos TUNG BUN. 

_ The Tang Kuo correspondent. of the 
Chinese Mail (Wah Tex Yat Poy again 
writes, under date of the 3rd inst., with .re- 
“ference to the above subject. It is now 
awartained that the persoa whe wae killed 
when the American Presbyterian’ Church at 
: Shek Lung was’ pulled down at 6 p.m: of 
the 19th ultimo, was'a Chiaese convert 
,named Ngan Lop Shang, native of Ling 
Ping. His body was thrown into the river 
i by the mob immediately aftor he was killed. 
‘Beveral Christian families ia the vicinity 
have also been subjected to indignities and 
robbed. .Some soldiera then appeared on 
the scene and effected the arrest of two 
:tiotors, as reported in my previous let- 
; tore. The next point of ‘attack was 
‘the Roman Catholia Churoh.” Those in- 
sido the Church fired af the niob and 
held them at bay for some time. At 
thia juncture o aquad of soldiers came and 
digperaed the mob, thus eaving the building 
from sharing the seme fate as the American 
QOburch, On the 2ist of the same month 
the church at Sam Kong villaga of Teang 
Shing was sacked, and a girl aged 17, be- 
lunging to a native preacher's family, was 
carried away and immaored in a hone. 
Fortnnately in the middle of the night the 
Christian brethren were able, secretly, to 
open the door of the house, and rescuing 
the caplive girl, had ber conveyed safely to 
Canton. Simultaneous with this distur- 
bance, an anti-mizeionary demonstration 
took place at Liu Po. Under cover of dark- 
ness, a native preacher, with his family, 
had to seck safety in flight, The Church, 
however, was loft unmolested, as it was 
owned by o wan of the powerful Wan 
family, who effectivily-protested the biil- 
ding. In Tung Kun City the vilest and 
most exciting ramours are ourrent, and ped 
it not been for the proximity of the Church 
of the Bhenieh Mission to the mandarin’s 
yoméa, and for the daily protection ‘of its 
premises by a-squad of soldiers, who had 
been applied for by the missfonaries af an 
early stage of the riots, it. woold, in all pro- 
bability, have to be added to the list 
of demolished churches in thia disturbed 
district, As an illusfration of bow ex- 
citing ramours are oreatid, I may tell 
‘you that of Inte parcels of perfumeries 
have been clandestinely scattered by mis- 
creants throughout the streets-in the sity. 
Tho auti-foreign agitators then say. that 
these ate poisonous powders spread by 
the Christians, On the 28rd ultimo, the 
dead body of the Christian killed by the 
niob wap discovered floating at Chung Tong, 
and the Christian brethren immediately 
engaged some one to.pick it up. The Tog 
Kun magistrate was then asked to hold an 
inquest on the body, but he refused to do eo 
on the plea that he himself had not heard of 
any one being killed by the mob, On being 


shown that he could not possibly hold: bimael? 
inignorance of the oconrrance of such a grave 
matter within his own jurisdiction, when the 
news of it had already been published in a 
Chinese paper in Hongkong, he brought 
forward the subterfuge that he bad not 
received definite instructions from the 
Vioeroy. However, a complaint has now 
been lodged with the American Consul in 
Canton, who will doubtless take the matter 
in hand, aod deal with it in a manner fitting 
ite gravity. 


PEKING SOCIETY. 


A recent issue of the Peking and Tientsia 
7Pimes contains a translation of a feuilleton 
on Peking Society from the Paris Figaro, 
trom which we take the following ex- 
tracts :— 

When I was in Peking three names crop- 

up constantly in the conversation of tha 
aropean colony: that of Sir Robert Hert, 
Inspeotor-General of Chinese Customs ; that 
of Abbé. Favier, pro-ticar apostolic of the 
Biebop of Chibli, and that of Herr you 
Brandt; German wioister and dean of the 
diplomatic body, We heard the name of 
the last most frequently, beoanse be lett 
traces of his passage everywhere, and of his 
action in every sort of business, He played 
in Peking-the part of dews ea machind. Ho 
was its mainspring, its impeller aud in a 
tmanvet its bra, He was not a diplomatist 
jn tho sense ordinarily. given to this sort of 
agents, Vou Brandt was 2 map of sotion 
and et the ame time a vory well informed 
olitieian. He boloaged to the school of 
rince Bismersk. He ‘had the same-bo- 
havivor, the same outspokenness, the same 
onerny and the same keen scent, He went 
straight to hia aim, withont nontealmonty 
without bellow and empty words.
